BILL, GAINING STRENGTH EVERY DAY. 


The Deniocratic Party Owes Him 
a Debt of Gratitude,

He Has the Courage of Jackson—The 
Latest Political News—The New York 
Election—Other Political Points. 


WASHINGTON, February 14.—[Special.]— 
Judge Moore, of Texas, is onejof the most en- 
thusiastic democratic members of congress for 
the nomination of David B. Hill by the demo- 
crats. He believes that Hill is the strongest 
man we could nominate and believes that he 
could be elected with apparent ease. . 

*‘T believe Hill will be nominated,” said he. 
“Indeed, the New York senator is gaining 
strength every day and in every state in the 


union. Notwithstanding the assertion. to the 


contrary by Cleveland papers in Texas, . I be- 
lieve our state will send a solid Hill delegation 
to the Chicago convention in June. Of course 
we all realize that ittakes a very strong man 
to get two-thirds of the votes of the conven- 
tion, but if Mr. Hill continues to gain strength 
throughout the country as he has done within 
the last two months, nothing can defeat his 
nomination.”

In Politics in New York—The Mugwump 
Meeting AccomplUshed Nothing. 

New Yor«k, February 14.—[(Special.]—Im- 
portant political events and developments 
have crowded on the heels of each other dur- 
ing the week, and the political sea today 
may be described as choppy. The mug- 
wumps have met and = said their 
little speeches against Senator Hill 
aud an early convention, republicans have 
discussed Blaine’s letter of withdrawal until 
they are hoarse, the executive committee of 
the republican state committee met and 
talked over many party plans and schemes, 


‘while towns and counties have been going 


right along holding their democratic prima- 
ries and conventions, and electing Hill dgie- 
gates to the state convention. 

Senator Hill. has been in town and 


‘conferred with the local leaders, mugwump 
»methods that have not helped the Clevejand 


movement have come to light, and altogether 
1 has been a lively week in New York poli- 
ics. 

After scores of hired canvassers had scoured, 
the city for two weeks seeking signatures to 
the call for the mugwump meeting, the affair, 
in point of numbers and enthusiasm, was 
a — tothe followers of Cleve- 

nd. 


Some of the canvassers talked too much and 
made no secret of the fact that they were re- 
publicans and were working for pay. This did 
not help the canse any more than the epen en- 
couragement of leading republicans, who 
thought they saw a chance to create a divis- 
fon in the democratic party. The attempt to 
stay the Hill tide was a failure: and 
his chances of securing the nomination have 
not been lessened by this mugwump moye- 
ment. The meeting has really helped him. 


It has given democrats all over the country a 


better idea of the political character of the 
men who are opposing him. They cannot fail 
to detect these wolves in sheep's clothing. 
The situation in the paabicen 
camp has grown more compli- 
cated during the week. Blaine’s 
letter has left the leaders without a candidate, 
and has not helped the chances of President 
Harrison. The president and Boss Platt are 
out. It was said ten days ago that the Boss 
had arranged to give Blaine ‘the New York 
delegation, but the letter changed his plans. 
A few enthasiastic friends of the Boss want 
him to enter the race, but Platt is not a fool. 
Harrison’s Chances Very Slim. 
Harrison has no chance of securing the New 
York delegation. Hehas displeased all the 
ward heelers of his party in this city by refus- 
ing to agree to theirdemandsin the distribu- 
tion of the minor patronage around the cns- 
tom house and the appraisers’ stores. In build- 
ing the new immigrant station at Ellis island, 
where $1,000,000 was expended, republican con- 


tractors in this city were ignored and the work 


was given toa Washington contractor. A dele- 
gzaNon went down to Washington to see the 
president about turning out a few democrats 
and Cleveland mugwumps who havé been 
left in the custom house and appraisers’ stores. 
He snubbed them, and would not listen to 
their demands. The result was they all 
came home with daggersin their sleeves for 
Harrison. 

A rumor that Plattwould give the New York 
delegation to Alger has been circulating here 
for two days, and many republicans believe it. 
Alger and Platt are warm personal friends, 


and are mutually interested in various com- 


panies and investments throughout the coun- 


wy. The Michigan man is yery popular in |

this state, and if Platt says the word he can 
have the solid delegation. it he gets it he will 
be the man Harrison will have to beatin the 
race for the nomination. 

The mugwump meocting has in no way 
changed the litical situation. It 
was’as futile as a bubble parsing ‘against an 
ocean wave. Anything the Cleveland forces 
may do will be irregular and would not be rec- 
ognized. Theconvention was called in-the 
regular way and its delegates to the national 
convention will, of course, be seated. The 
delegation will not be instructed for Hill, at 
least that is the present programme. They 
will simply be ordered to vote asa unit, and 
only Hill men will beelected. There will be no 
disposition to force Hill on the party. If it is 
evident after'the first orsecond ballot that he 
is not the choice of a majority of the conven- 
tion, the New York delegation will be ready to 
support any other available man. 

. ° Pammany’s Delegation. 
The Tammany delegation to the democratic 


convention this year will be the largest ever | 


sent toany convention by the organization. 
Two thousand braves will go, and Chief 
Crokor will be in command, assisted 
by his able lieutenants, Martin, Cockran, 
Grant and Gilroy. The braves will travel in 
three special trains of twelve Pullman cars 
each. They have already engaged 800 rooms 
in Chicago, and will open headquarters at the 
Leland hote) several] days before the conven- 
tion meets. They will go prepared tu do the 
best political work of their lives in the inter- 
est of Senator Hill. 

Chairman James 8. Clarkson, of the repub- 
liean national committee, has been in town 
this week conferring with tho local Jeaders. 
He wanted to know whowould get the state 
delegation in the Minneapolis convention, but 
the matter has not been decided. 

The talk outside of New York about Gov- 
ernor Flower having a large presidential bee in 
his bonnet is amusing to democrats 
in this state who are familiar with the situa- 
tion. .No doubt Governor Flower has an bon- 
orable ambition to be president, but he is not a 
candidate and there is little probability that 
he will be. He will be governed by the wishes 
of Senator Hill, to whom he owes his nomina- 
tion and election. It is certain that Governor 
Flower will not bea candidate against Hill. 


MARTIN AND HIS METHODS, 


He Has Swindled Well-Known Men Out of 


: Considerable Money. 

New-York, February 14.—[Spectial.]—The 
business career of Stuart T. Martin, 
a young man well known in 
and Alabama, has _ probably 
been cut short by.an attachment suit for $20,- 
000, brought by Edward Morton and Charles 
Gallagher, of this city. Martin and his assets 
have not been found by the sheriff, but the 
suit has exposed his methods. Martin passed 
as vice president of the Pratt Steel Company 
and treasurer of the European and Ameri- 
can Credit and Trust Company. He was also 
vice president of the Mexican Investment 
Company. Tho latter companies, so far as can 
be learried, are bogus. 

The names of a number of prominent citi- 
zens were given as directors of the two com- 
panies without their knowledge or consent. 

Since the attachment fer Martin’s property 
was issued yesterday afternoon, it has de- 
veloped that he has swindled a number of 
well-known men out of considerable sums. 
Among others he sneceeded in getting $1,000 
out of Colonel Robert G. Ingersol]. Five years 
ago Martin wasa. clerk in the Wilson house 
in Birmingham, Ala. The Pratt Steel com- 
pauy was organized there with a capital of 
$3,009,000 on paper, and Martin was tho sec- 
retary aud financial manager of the 
company. None of the canital stock 
was paid in, but .the company claimed 


to own the patents of the steel-niaking pro- [ 


cess discovered by State Chemist Pratt, of 
Georgia. The company proposed to build a 
stee] plant at Cartersville, Ga., and the town 
subscribed $25,000, 2 partof which was paid 
to Martin, who opened an oficetlere. He was 
a handsome, dashing young fellow, and was 
soon engaged toa prominent young lady in 
the town. 

Iie speut the money given him for the steel 
plant and left the town owing a board bill of 
$147 and did not say goodby to his be- 
trothed. He came to New York then and has 
since been engaged in various bogus financial 
schemes. Ho is reported to have left the city. 


A VERY BUSY WEEK. 


Important Measures 1o Be Considered by 
Congress This Week. 

There are indications that this week will be not- 
able in congressional annals as onein which po- 
litical issues were made up. In the house there 
may be an alignment of members on the silver 
question and.it is probable that in the senate will 
be defined the economical policy of the demo- 
crats and sequents of the prograinme adopted by 
the majority in the house, The bill providing for 
public printing and binding, which is the pending 
business in the senate, will probably be 
attacked in the section creating a new 
office—that of superintendent of public 
documents. And, indeed, democratic senators are 
disposed to question the statements made by the 
m«jority of the committee to the effect that the 
entire bill is in the interest of economy. The de- 
bate on the message is expected to occupy several 
days this week, 

The Paddock Bill. 


The Paddock bill, to prevent tho adulteration 
and misbranding o ffood and drugs, stands next 
in order of measures to be considered, but it is 
possible that it may be antagonized by the Idaho 
senatorial election case of Claggett vs. Dubois. 

It is improbable that both of these matters can 
be passed upon this week, but if it should be 
otherwise, Mr. Vest will eall up his bill providing 
for the erection of public buildings for postoftices 
in towns and citieg where the receiptsexceed three 
thousand dollars annually. 

‘dhe argent deficiency bill willalso be called up 
on the first opportunity. Itis probable that the 
subject of appropriations will be the principal 
topic of discussion in the house during the week, 
uniesa the silyer question should be forced to the 


front. 
Tomorrow is ‘“‘suspension day,’’and there are sev- 


eral bills on the galendar which their friends be- 
lieve can secure the two-thirds vote necessary for 
their passage. , 

Special Rates to Drummers. 

Chairman Wise, of the §comnuttec on interstate 
and foreign commerce, will endeavor, either by a 
suspension. of the rules or by consideration in the 
morning hour, to pass the biil to permit railroads 
to give special rates to commercial travelers. 

It is the intention of the Indian appropriation 
committee to call up the Indian appropriation bill 
early in the week, and its consideration may op- 
erate to postpone all other measures, as the large 
reductions madeinthe bi!l from the act of the 
last congress will not be permitted to go un- 
challenged. 

Friday will be devoted to private claims unless 
the subject of appropriations should interfero with 
the ordinary procedure. The rules: committee 
las several resolutions before it, and the proceed- 
ings of this commuttce will be of special interest, 
in view of the fact that one of the resolutions is 
that introduced by Mr. Bland making the silver 
bill aspecial continuing order in the house. 

Ti:e Silver Bill. 

The silver men are striving to have the order re- 
ported at an early day. As soon as this resolution 
is reportedan interesting parliamentary strug- 
gie will begin; and shon!d there be much delay in 
the rules committee the fight will be precipitated 
without awaiting action by the rules committee 
ona request to make the silver bill a special 
order.

FOR FREE COINAGE. 


The Silver Bill to Be Reported Favorably 
to the House. 
A FEW OF "HE REQUIREMENTS 
Silver Shall Be of a Fineness to 
Meet the Cost of Alloy. 


NO DANGER FROM FOREIGN SILVER. 


An Argument Showing That It Would Not 
Pay Other Countries to Dump Their 
Silver at Our Mints, 


WASHINGTON, February 14.—The report of 
the majority of the committee on. coinage, 
weights and measures recommending the pas- 
sage of the Bland free coinage bill will be pre- 
sented tothe house tomorrow by Mr. Bland, 
and by the consent of the minority of the cem- 
mittee it has been made public tonight. The 
report isa long and carefully prepared docu- 
ment, which discusses the various objections 
made against free coinage, showing where, in 
the opinion of the majority, those objections 
aro ill founded, and how the free coinage of 
silver would greatly benefit this country, and 
especially producers. 

Explanation of Its Provisions. 

The report begins with an explanation of 
the provisions of the bill reported. Free coin- 
age of silver is provided for, and itis required 
that it be of a standard fineness to meet the 
eost of alloy used, the alloy being all the ex- 
pense now exacted of depositors of gold. Coin 
notes may be issued 6n g6ld or silver deposited 
if demanded, instead of waiting for coin. 3 

Fhe committee raised the maximum denom- 
inations of these notes from $500 to $1,000, so 
as to accommodate dealings in large transac- 
tions and bank exchanges. These notes are 
made legal tender, redeemable on demand. * 

The bill provides for the conversion of all 
our gold and silver notes into coin notes, re- 
deemable in coin, thus doing away entirely 
with all legal distinctions. It is believed this 
will greatly tend to promote eqnality in all re- 
spects. There will go longer be issued gold 
notes or silver notes, but bimetallic notes, 
payable in either Coin at the pleasure of the 
government. 

The report, under the head “The Dump of 
Silver,”’ proceeds to the discussion of the cry 
that the free coinage of silver-would make the 


United States the dumping ground for the sil- 


ver of the world. 
“No Danger from Abroad. 


The report says: 

The familiar.warning that free coinage would 
c2use shipioads of silver from other countries to 
be brought here am dumped at our mints in ex- 
change for our gold is still urged. How can this 
be under the bil! or proposed law? A shipload of 
silver brought to our mints by a foreigner would 
be coined into standard dollars ana these dollars 
returred to him, but be could not go to our treas- 
ury and demand gold for them, nor could he com- 
pel one of our citizens to swap him a gold 
dollar for a silver collar. Lf an American citizen 
gave him a gold dollar for a silver dollar, that is a 
voluntary trade that no law ought to interfere 


with. Shou'd a foreigner take coin notes for his-: 


bullion instead of coin, the same thing happens, 
He can take his coin note to the treasury and de- 
mand redemption, but the note is redeemable in 
coin, and the secretary of the treasury could hand 
him back coin struck froin his skipload of bulifon. 
Would Discover His Blunder. 

The foreigner then would ascertain that he had 
committed the blunder of bringing silver 
to our mint when it is worth three cents 
on the dollar Jess than it was at home 
and that he loses this 3 cents and the cost of 
transportation besides. What, then, will he do 
with his money? He must either invest it in 
yroperty here or go home with it. He could not 
ee gold with it or gold exchange unless gold 
and silver were at par. In this case there could 
be no reason for preferring one metal to the other. 
If gold went to a premium he would have to pay 
the premium on his exchange, thus entailing on 
him an additional loss in his enterprise of 
sending us shiploads of silver. If he 
invests his shipioad of silver money in 
our property and _ business enterprises, 
it will at once stimulate industries, awaken enter- 
prises and give us a healthy business and sound 
currency. Whatmore couid be desired? Every 
shipioad of silver brought here a° ‘l invested in 
productive wealth would have a twotold effect. 

Would Bring Prosperity. 

It would bring unexampled prosperity to this 
country. The next cifect would be panics in tho 
old worid. Business there would be paralyzed for 
the want of money. Their prosperity would be 
destroyed. Prosperity here and stagnation in the 
old countries would force shiploads of their people 
to come to this country in search of their lost 
shiploads of money. 

The nations of the old world are aware of this. 
They would see to it that no such thing occurred. 
They know the advantage the free coinage of 
silver would guarantee to us, hence their uniform 
predictions that calamity would be the result, in- 
stead of prosperity. They are not in the habit of 
giving us trustworthy advice as to the course we 
Should pursue in this matter. 

The report then quotes from the report of 
Mr. Windom, then secretary of the treasury 
for the year 1889, in which the secretary took 
the position shat nodanger need be appre- 
hended of a flood of European silver. 

The Coueplvacy Against Silver. 

The truth is, the ,majority report then con- 
tinues, {that the conspiragy formed in the old 
world, planned and so successfully carried 
through there and here, was aimed to confine the 
debt-paying mediums of nations concerned to a 
single metal—gold. For this purpose the par of 
centuries was broken, gold was decreed rapidly to 
rise in values, thus adding 60 per cent to 
the value of credits, enriching creditors, public 
and private, at the expenso of debtors and tax- 
payers, enormously depressing the value of labor 
and products of labor as compared to notes, bonds 
and mortgages. The words “free coinage of sil- 
yer” send a thrill of terror to the promoters of 
this conspiracy and beneficiaries. They know that 
when this great government thus throws its 
weight on the silver balance, the world will again 
be restored to fuil faith and confidence in the 
{future safety of silver as the money of the world. 
The old par wil! return, the two metals being tied 
together, by the ‘strong lizature of forty-four 
statés and five territories, with a population of 
65,000,000, and an area of 3,000,000 square miles. 

Never Again Be Disturbed. 

The greatest people ana the greatest metallic 
power in the world can never again be disturbed; 
the conspiracy would be exposed anddefeated. It 
is this phase of the issue they fear, the swapping 
of shiploads of dollars of silver and doHars of 
gold. itis the.restoration of the imetallic par. 
{tis the skeleton of defeated fraud and avarice 
that lurks im the closet of the gold palace that we 
are called upon to meet in battle on the free coin- 
age question. : 

It is argued, first,that all our gold will go toa 

reinium and be hoarded. Inthe next breath it 
is said that the silver miner will be enriched by 
coining, his bullion worth 75 cents into a dollar 
worth a hundred cents, not stopping to think that 
this could not be so unless the tree coinage of sil- 
ver puts itat par with gold in which case there 
could be no premium on gold, and no hoarding for 
such reasons. The next slogan is that billions of 
silver coins of other countries would immediately 
be brought here to exchange for our gold, thus 
without stopping to reflect that today we have

India’s Single Standard. 

The report then takes up the question of the 
relation of the silver question to India for the 
purpose of showing that even demonetization 
operates asa bonus on Indian exports to our 
disadvantage. Itsays: 

The fact that nearly the whole of our exports of 
agriculture go to European gold-using countries, 
to be sold in tition , with countries on 
single silver basis, is gee economic writers 
of this country and of the old world to show the 
disadvantage of the American farmer in such 


| competition. It is claimed, and the history of 


prices shows that as silver falls as compared to 
gold, 80 in about the same ratio the prices of our 
‘farimeproducts fall, To say that silver is low is 


tantamount yoies 
of cotton, d other arm 
exports are depressed. The reason is plain. 
Countries yeti a silver standard avoid, as far 
yee, liquidating fog debts in moncy, 
or the reason that silver is, as compared with 
geld, | depreciated. To settle foreign balances, 
ore, in Silver entails a loss of the difference 
in exchange between the value of silver as com- 
d to gold, the difference being the diverzence 
tween the commercial value and coinage value 
of silver. Hence the silver standard’ country, 
India, instead of sending her money, silver, to 
pay foreign balances, sends wheat and cotton and 
Other exports, which in her currency have not lost 
their value at home or abroad. ’ 
Works as a Bonus. 

This system works as an indirect bonus upon all 
such exports from silver standard countries. Not 
80 with the American farmer. Here silver is 
cvined only on gold account. We are thus tied to 
the single gold standard. (Consequently, when 
gold gocs up as compared to silver, the American 


farmers’ wheat; cotton and other oxports, fall in- 


price.’ In other words, as silver falls below gold, 
SO aiso cur articles of export trade, especially 
farm products, fall in price. These facts were 
clearly brought outin the investigation of the 
British royal commission. An explanation further 
is, that thefarmer in al] silver countries who sells 
his {product for gold,in gold-using countries, 
Kets gold.

The American farmer gets a dollar for a given 
amount of wheat, meats and cotton produced. 
Whereas a fariner in silvcr-using countries gets a 
dollar and a quarter for the same amount of his 
product. Free silver coinage would put silver 
and gold on a practical parity, thus putting the 
American farmer on an equality with the Hindoo 
or other silver-using péople. It is beyond a doubt 
that the free coinage of silver would thus add at 
least 12to 15 percent to the value of all farm

Cotton Went Down with Silver. 

On this point the majority quotes from an 
article printed the past week in a Wall street 
paper calling attention to the fact that silver 
and cotton—of the latter of which we exported 
in 1891 -$276,658,029, against $231,492,890 of 
all breadstutfs—are selling at the lowest prices 
in history. A telegram from New York, dated 
February Ist, is also quoted. This telegram 
related that cotton had tumbled the day be- 
fore, and, after noting that the decline was 
partly due to a large unused supply, said: 

Low price silver is also a factor in the decline, 
*as England settles with India in silver and the 
a silver goes the cheaper England can buy in 

ndia. se 

Continuing, the report says: . 

Breadstuifs are doing somewhat better now than 
cotton, owing to the failure of sueh crops-nearly 
everywhere except in the United States. Yet 
notwithstanding this unusual failure, our food 

oducts are now seliing too low for any profit. 

se are also falling, and will suffer tie same as 
cotton under like conditions. 
Mr. Bartine’s Report. 

In conclusion the majority submit the re- 
port made at the last session by Mr. Bartine, 
of Nevada, who, as the leader of the free coin- 
age republicans on the committee and in the 
louse, made a comprehensive, exhaustive and 
qotitekreviow of the silver question in all its 

atlS. In this document, Mr. Bartine went 
into the cry that free coinage would flood 
us With cheap silver, showing by considera- 
tion of the financial conditions in Europe and 
India that it was not to be apprehended, 

(Juotations from Mr. Bartine’s report also go 
with more elaboration into most of the points 
outlined in the first part of the report to be 
submitted tomorrow.

any yesterday, viz., to conduct the mine at 

riceville on the cooperative plan. The 
miners have not fully decided yet what they 
will do, but indications are that the offer will 
be accepted. It is said now that if the offer is 
not accepted, the company will sell its prop- 
erty tothe Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company, and the penitentiary lessees will 
put convicts to work. 

There has been a good deal of confusion and 
shooting around the military camp during the 
week. One night the wires were cut and hun- 
dreds of shots fired. It is evident that the 
parties doing this hoped to frighten the militia 
and cause it todecamp. In thisthey were dis- 
appointed, and the troops turned a gatling 
gun loose on them and put them to flight. 

The miners deny that they had anything to 
do with this disorder, and they are probably 
correct. The miners declare, however, that if 
any miner ishurt by ashot from the camp, 
they will kill every soldier there. 

So far no one can tell what the outcome will 
be. The state has a large partof her standing 
army encamped on a hill at Coal Creek, and 
the expense is heavy. It is certainly true that 
if the troops are withdrawn the convicts will 
be released again. So matters stand. The 
miners are defiant, and the state is at heavy 
expense. Unless some compromise is made 
the outlook is that all the operators will with- 
draw aad turn their property over to the peni- 
tentiary, and convicts will be worked in all the 
mines, or else the convicts be taken away and 
none but free miners worked by the with- 
drawal of the penitentiary lessees.

Paris, February 14.—Senor Lobo will be- 
come minister of the interior in the place of 
Senor Peirra, who has resigned. 

The secretary of the British embassy in Con- 
stantinople had an audience with the saltan 
yesterday, and itis semi-officially announced 
today thatthe firman of investiture of the 
present khedive of Egypt has been prepared, 
and that it is worded in the exact terms of the

Dr. J. W. Lee Sends a Letter From the 
Land of the Montezumas. 


SOMETHING ABOU? LIFE IN MELICO 


What Each of the States Produces 
for the World’s Markets. 


A COUNTRY OF WONDERFUL RESOURCES. 


The Numerous Industries of the Mexicans. 
Large Returns from Small Outlays. 
F'ruitgand Minerals, 


San Luis Porost, Mexico, February 7.— 
It is not easy to analyze the feelings with 
which one enters Mexico. They are mingled 
with the mystery which hangs around this 
strange land of romance and blood. It is in 
accordance’with the structure of the human 
mind that Mexico captivates and holds the 
imagination in a more delightful bondage than 
any other country on the earth. 

This, because of what is disclosed and of 
what is withheld, enough comes to-view, in 
the wealth of its climate, the variety of its 
products, the beauty of its scenery and in the 
charactor of its history, to make up an unpre- 
cedented array of facts to meet the needs of 
the understanding for something solid, while 
enough is concealed in the form of myth and 
legend and dream to furnish an infinite realm 
for the excursions of fancy. 

Mexico occupies the same parallel of latitude 
in the west that Egypt does in the east. _ She 
disputes with Egypt as to which has the oldest 
civilization, competes with Egypt in the num- 
ber and wonder of her pyramids, equals Egypt 
in her odd hieroglyphics, and parallels the 
Pharaohs of Egypt with the long line: of her 
‘ante-Toltec Montezumas. 

What Mexico lacks of having all zones by 
hér location on the globe she pushes her Popo- 
catepstl and her Cit!altepetl nearly two thous- 
and feet into the heavens and makes by her 
altitude. Between the snow on Orizaha 
and the guava fruit in Tabasco there are de- 
grees of temperature all the way from 20 to 
100 above zero, and the difference between 
Russia and southern Italy. 

Mexico has 768,500 square miles of territory, 
reaching 1,900 miles in length and 750 in 
width, divided into twenty-seven states, a 
federal district and a territory, and haying an 
ocean and gulf front of 600 miles. 

The remarkable combination ~of climates 
and altitudes-in the, republic-invites to the 
division and specialization of labor. .A 
particular state, because of. the zone 
in which it finds itself, and _  be- 
cause of its position above sea level, 
easily: develops a partial monopoly in some 
line of businees. ; 

The state of Leon leads In rg Songer 
and the making of shoes, boots, saddlery and 
rebosas. Salamanca makes good her claim to 
commercial standing among the states of the 
republic by the manufacture of buckskin gar- 
ments and gloves. The people of Irepuato turn 
the strength of their soil and the ingenuity of 
their thought into strawberries, and supply 
half the nation with this delicious fruit. 
Queretaro hasa corner on the beauty which 
flames in her opals, and provokes the industry 
of her peop‘e in supplying them to the markets 
ofthe world. Lendo relies, like Alabama, 
upon cotton for her wealth. Celaya, in 

the valley of Laja, lives} for the 
children, and grows rich by transmitting milk 
and sugar into sweetmeats and candies: 
Pueblo hangs her hopes for fortune upon the 
onyx, which her peopie make into ornaments, 
that they may secure the money of the un- 
suspecting tourist; Aguas Calientes is an 
agricultural center, and lives by supplying the 
country with corn and beans; a winsome flavor 
hangs about the names of Orizaba and Cor- 
dora, because they contribute to the 
world’s market coffee, sugar and fruits; 
in Chibuahua the chief industry is raisin 

horses and cattle; Guadalajara surpasses al 

the states in the production of pottery and 
crockeryware; Zacatecas and Guanajuato are 
famous for the enormous amount of silver 
their people take from their mines; Vera Cruz 
is studded with an endless variety of useful 
and ornamental timber; Oaxaca teems with 
its splendid harvests of indigo and cochineal ; 
Tamaulipas offers luxuriant fields for the 
herdsman . and the shepherd ; Te- 
huantepec tempts the development 
of an interoceanic commerce to 
eclipse- the fabled wealth of Alexandria, of 
Tyre and Sidon; and while its surface bears 
the mahogany and gum treo, its soil reeks 
with petroleum, and so of all the rest; each is 
noted for some particular capacity of its soil or 
its mines. 

It takes less outlay of labor to secure large 
rosults in Mexico than in any other country. 

Coffee trees are planted tive feet apart. A 
tree four years old costs 11 cents. It yields 
the fourth year two pounds, worth 20 cents; 
cost of gathering, 5 cents. This makes a 
profit of 15 cents per tree. 

A banana plantation can be put out ata 


cost of 5 cents per plant, which includes every _ 


expense up to the time of bearing fruit. At the 
end of the first year the plant produces one 
bunch, which can be sold in New York for 
$250 to $3. One thousand banana trees, cost- 
ing $50, will bring $),000in one year. The 
second year the product is double that of the 
first, and almost wholly without expense. 

One man can cultivate seven to eight acres 
of orange trees. One tree will yield 5,000. 
Taking half this figure as the yearly yield, 
each tree will bring $25, and each aere of 
seventy trees $1,750, making an income of 
$12,250 on seven acres. 

One thousand pint-apple plants can be put 
out on two and a half acres. A crop of corn 
sown among the plants pays for the expense of 
cultivation. On the ground the pline- 
apples sell for 38 cents per dozen; ex- 

orted to the United States they sell for 
RS per dozen. Two thousand dollars, 
it is said, can be made per acre, and one man 
can cultivate six acres. 

Wheat yields twenty bushels per acre, and 
corn thirty bushels per acre.

WILL BOYCOTT THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Unless the Management Stops Discrimi- 
nating Against Union Men. 


PitrsBuRG, February 14.—The American 
Federation of Labor hasa grievance against 
the world’s fair management, and if not settled 
that organization declares it will boycott the 
exhibition. Vice President William A. Carney, 
of the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers, returned from New 
York, where he has been attending a meeting. 
Execative matters were acted upon, among 
which was the discrimination now being shown 
by the world’s fair manazement nst labor 
unions. Ina letter tothe council, President 
Kliver, of the Brotherhood of Carpenters, al- 
leges that no mancan get work on the grounds 
unless he is employed by an agent of the 
construction department. “A representative 
of any labor union cannot geta + admitting 
him toany of the buildings. If he gets in he 
is at once ejected by the police.’ 

He also alleges that the eight-hour plan is 
being violated and that aunion man cannot 
get employment as building inspector, helper 
or watchman. Thecouncil instructed Presi- 
dentgiompers to write to the chief of the de- 
partment of constructionto abate the evils 
com plained of, and in event of a refusal to do 
so, he is empowered to call on all working- 
mens’ organizations aftiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to consider the ad- 
visability of withdrawing their patronage 
from the coming world’s fair at Chicago.

Military. tactics, or ‘‘drill regulations,” as 
they are now called, have about reached per- 
fection. Upton’s tactics, in use fer such a 
while, were never cousidcred by military ex- 
perts to be perfect, and the author of them 
must have endorsed this estimate, for in wrt- 
ing his new book ke became so worried and 
disheartened that he committed suicide and, 
it is said, destroyed his new tactics with him. 
What improvements he might have made can 
only be conjectured, but his old tactics have 
been wonderfully improved on. 

The best, and about the only way to get a 
machine ora set of laws perfect, is to use 
them until all the faults are found, and then 
rectify them. That’s what has been done in 
the new ‘‘reculations.”’ 

The new book is smaller and less bungle- 
gone than Upton’s tactics, showing that the 
tactical board did well in eliminating all un- 
mecessary matter and cendensing much that 
was retained. The book is very interesting to 
@reader whether up on military matters or 
not.

age and letter from Brazil, sent by the man 
whom he had aided; the package contained a 
gem weighing twenty carats, worth $8,009, 
andthe letter contained @ passage running 
thus: ‘For your kindness to me when starv- 
ing I return youa stone.”

At the samo time a similar gift was 
sent, through our minister at Madrid, toa 
Spanish seaman who had displayed bravery in 
rescuing the master of a wrecked American 
ship. - These last two narratives are taken 
from a Washington dispatch published in The 
Sun of the 24th instant.

This 
narrative is ashortoning of the full report in 
Wednesday’s Sun. 

While thesuitan of Turkey was banqueting 
in one of his palaces last Tuesday a heavy 
Turkish screen fell in such a way that it al- 
most struck him. Prince Charles of Holen- 
zollorn, who was a gvest at the banquet,sprang 
forward, at some risk to himself, and saved 
Abdul Hamid from danger. The grateful sul- 
_tan immediately decorated his deliverer with 
the grand cordon of the Order of Osmanliegh. 
This narrative has alroady been printed among 
our cable dispatches from Constantinople. 

Narratives of the kind here given, narratives 
of courtesy, honesty and courage, are always 
pleasant reading in a world that contains 
many inhabitants, including beggars and 
princes, mariners and maidens, cripples and 
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Whole tendency of the new regulations be- 


ing to do away with stiffness and allowing the

Iu the very beginning we find the touch of 
elbow and the shouldor-to-shoulder formation 
abolished. Now instead of falling in facing 
toward tle right flank and then at a command 
facing to the front, the men take their places 
in line facing toward the front, each man be- 
ing required to place the nuckles against the 
waist above the hip, wrist straight, back of 
the hand to the front. Theetbow must then 
touch lightly the arm of the next man on the 
right. After the formation of the line, the 
arm is dropped, leaving an _ interval of 
about six inches that allows free use of the 
arms in handling the piece. This is a great 
comfort and help in executing the manual, 
but it makes marching in line very difticult 
indeed. 

Some Changes Noticed. 

There liave been some commands left ont 
and new ones put in. One the new com- 
mands that the old confederate veterans will 
recognize is the “ieft shoulder arms.’’ It is 
the same, or nearly so, as the old-time ‘left 
shoulder shift’’ that we of the newer gencra- 
tion were surprised to see the “‘veis’’ execut- 
ing in the last sham battle at the exposition. 
The modern soldier comes to this command in 
about the same way that the “vets” did, that 
is, the most convenient and quickest way pos- 
Bible. Only itis to be hoped that the counting 
soldier will come to the command more grace- 
fully and with less whooping and jollification 
than the brave old soldiers did on the day of 
that memorable—shain battle. 

Another of the new commands aiding the 
comfort of tho soldier is ‘sling arms.” The 
right arm is passed between the rifle and 
the sling which rests upon the shoulder, 
the piece in rear of shoulder and nearly 
vertical, muzzle up, right hand steadying 
the piece. This is also executed in 
the most convenient manner, cadence being 
actually prohibited. The manual of the 
fringes is contracted to absolutely necessary 
Mmits, and it is even allowable, with one or 
two exceptions in {the cadenced movement to 
go direct from any position of the piecejto any 
other. 

Paragraph 113 of the new drill regulations 
shows that the days of fancy stiffness are over 
and effectiveness is sought after: 

Inthe battle exercises, or whenever circum- 
stances require, the regular position of the man-

There are eight exercises for the arm, four 
of which are changed some littie from those of 
Upton; one exercise for the hands—that is, to 
Strengthen tho fingers and the grip; one for 
the feet, threa fer the trunk and four for the 
legs. One of these latter is almost the same 
as the old balance step, and the other the old 
double step. In the exercises, as in the 
manual, the search for siinpligity and the de- 
sire to save the recruit fatigue and ‘stiffness 
predominate above everything, aud in this a 
number of the oid landmarks disappear. 
Good for Everybody. 
These exercises are not only for military 
companies, but any civilian who wants health 
and strength shouid use them. You see a man 
often grab a pair of enormous dumb. beils 
just before retiring and jerk and sling them 
about in a most vigorous manner tillall out 
of breath, then proudly feel his muscle, and 
go to bed and dream of getting strong enough 
to whip all hisenemies. The truth 1s he has 
done moreharm than good. If a man will 
use these exercises thirty minutes at night and 
say ten or fifteen minutes in the morning they 
will Go him more good than all the dumbbells 
in Ciristendom. 


Iiere is a sample of the exercises. See if 
your common seuse don’t te!! you they are 
worth using: First exercise.—l. Arm. 2. Ex- 
ercise. 3. Head. 4. Up. 5. Down. 6. Raise. 
Atthe command ‘“exercise,’’ raise the arms 
laterally until horizontal, palms upward. 
Head—Raise tho arms in acircular direction 
over the head, tips of fingers touching top of 
cap over the forehead, backs of fingers in 
contact with their fall length, thumbs 
twisting to the rear, elbows well back, 
“Up: Extend the arms upward their full 
length, paims touching. ‘Down: Force 
them obliquely back and gradually let them 
fall by tlie sides. ‘‘Raise:’’ Raise the arms as 
prescribed for second command. This exer- 
cise strenghten the arms and is wonderful 
for expanding the chest. - 
The next exercise is also a good one, and 
particularly for strenglitening the shoulders. 
“1. Arms, 2. Exercise. 3. Front. 4. Kear.’’ 
At the command “‘exerciso’’ raise the arms as 
in first exercise. ‘Front:’’ Swing the arms 
extended horizontal to the front palms 
touching, heels on the ground. ‘‘Rear:’’ 
Swing the arms extended well to the 
rear, inclining. them slightly downward, rais- 
ing the body on thetoes. Continue by repeat- 
ing front, rear, till if possible the men 
are able to touch their hands behind 
the back. And it wont be long 
before the hands will touch, either. 

One of the new exercises, and a very usefal 
one in drilling with heavy guns, is the hand 
exercise; ‘‘l. Hand. 2. Exercise. 3. Close. 4.

REDUCTION OF GOTTON ACREAGE. 


Farinere in Georgia Will Plant More Grain 
Zhan Licretofore, 


Macon, Ga., February 14.—Some time since 
The Telegraph mailed inquiries to all the cot- 
ton raising counties in Georgia asking for es- 
tinates on the cotton acreage for the present 
year. Replies were received from a large ma- 
jority of these correspondents, and tomorrow 
morning The Telegraph will pubiish the resuit. 
The replies indicate a general reduction of 
acreage devoted to cottun throughout the state 
of about 20 per Cent as. compared with the crop 
of last year. Considering the early date at 
which these estimates were made, The Tele- 
graph will say that a conservative estimate 
will make thecrop at least 15 per cent less 
than thai of last year. 
The acreage devoted to cotton heretofore 
will be this year planted in corn, wheat, peas 
and other food crops. Tobacco culture will 
also claim atteution from Georgia farmers, 
and in soine counties where experiments have 
proven successful, a large crop will be p'anted. 
lor instance, in Decatur county, Where it has 
been demonstrated that. cigar tobacco may be 
very successfully prodaced, the acreage this 
year will be at least 5,000 acres. 
The amount of comunercial fertilizers used 
this year will be fully 380 per cent less than 
last year, and this gives emphasis to the esti- 
mated reduction of the cotton crop, as it is 
aimost out of question to raise a successful 
cotton crop in portions of the state without 
their use.

ABNER, Kaufman County, Texas, January 31.— 
Editor Constitution: About a year ago one of 
your correspondents wrote you thatthe lastold 
war horse had died. At the time some of your 
subscribers here wrote you that there was ‘one 
still living in this county, O!d ‘Dave,” the prop- 
erty of Ed King, better known in Texas as Uncie 
Ed.

¢ial.)—In my last letter I referred to some 
railroad lines projected forthe benefit of Talla- 
poosa. Since the appearance of that létter, 
arrangements haye been perfected by which 
both roads will be built. Indeed, a force of 
eighty hands are at work on one 
of the lines now, and a large amount 
of grading has already boen finished. This 
road is one projected by the Southern Lumber 
Manufacturing and Kailread Company, and 
will penetrate the timber belt sixteen es to 
the south of Tallapoosa. The company that 
js building the read will also locate an im- 
mense sawmill plant in Tallapoosa, the ma- 
ebinery ef which is now on the way here. Car 
ghops will also be established. The road will 
eventually be extended to connect with one of 
¢he various lines further south. s 

But the road on which Tallapoosa has been 
banking fora long timeis the Georgia, Ten- 
nessee aud Illinois. This isone of the two 
roads for the insmediate construction of which 
arrangements have been perfected. It will 
give Tallapoosa a northern outlet at Steven- 
son, Ala.; and traverse one of the richest coal, 
mineral and timber sections of thesouth. A 
eurveying corps will be put on the 
line eariy in March. Mr. Madison Garretson, 
the well-known contractor, has the building 
of both of Zallapeosa’s new roads in hand, 
and he says every obstacle has been removed 
which would impede the progress of construc- 
tion. 

The citizens of Ta)lapoosa are jubilant over 
the situation, as the growth of their city will 
now receive new impetus. Calculating on the 
accomplishments of the last two years, it 
is safe to say that the population of 
Tallapoosa, through the medium of 
these roads and the recently acquired manu- 
facturing plants, wi!l reach ten thousand 
Within a similar period. 

Another enterprise that is now assured isa 
cotton factory capitalized at $400,000 and 
operating 40,000 spindles. The last dollar of 
stock has been subscribed and dirt will be 
broken at an eariy date. This will not only 
add several hundred inore operatives to the 
industrial population, but make Tallapoosa 
a cotton market of importance. The cot- 
ton receipts heretofore have amounted to only 
1,000 bales, but the presence of the factory will 
divert cotton here that now goes to other 
points. 

It is interesting to state in this particular 
thatthe annual trade of Tallapoosa foots up 
$155,000, and the bank deposits aggregate 
nearly six thousand dollars per day. These 
figures represent fifty-one business houses. 

With the increase of trade which must pro- 
coed from the varions manufacturing enter- 
prises whonin full operation, it would ssem 
that Ta!lapoosa is without an equal in the state 
asa business opening. A majority of the mer- 
chanis here are enterprising northern men, but 
there aro several natives who are 
driving a prosperous business. Among 
these Watts & Strickland, John 
T. Tuggie, C. Munroe’ and others. 
The gentlemen mentioned are among the 
largest inerchants of the town and Messrs. 
Strickland aml Munroe are enterprising mem- 
bers of the city council. 

A spiendid bank building and a large num- 
ber of stores were built here last year. The 
record of residences for the same. period is by 
actuai countJi4.

One of the most remarkable features of 
the mugwump gathering in Cooper Union 
was the fact that the principal object of the 
meeting was practically ignored. Tlie New 
York Herald says that the affair was 
switched off the track. ‘‘Inthe ‘vor of 
their excitement the rea) objects of | .c meet- 
ing were almost overlooked. T)iey had been 
called together by a committee of twenty- 
five to protest against Senator Hill’s mid- 
winter convention. Before they had been 
fn the hall half an hour they had turned the 
meeting into a Clevelar 1 carpaign assem- 
bly, in which a presidential boom was 


In other we: the meeting itself de- 
voloped the fac’ ’'.at the protest against the 
midwinter con, ation was a sham, and that 
the movement ‘was begun, first, for the pur- 
pose of concealing, if possible, Mr. Cleve- 
Jand’s oe in his own state, and, 
second, forthe purpose of starting a boom 
for him. Asa Cleveland movement, pure 
and simple, there would be no possible ob- 
jection to the Cooper Union meeting, but 
his friends made a serious tactical mistake 
when they placed themselves in the attitude 
of striking at the democratic organization in 
behaif of Mr. Cleveland. They made a 
serious mistake, too, when they gave front 
seats and warm applause to the same old 
anti-democratic hobgoblins who have been 
Waving their arms and _ performing their 
antics for a number of years. 

Mr. George William Curtis, the editor of 
Harper's Weekly, and one of the few really 
intellectual men among the mugwumps, per- 
ceives the essential weakness of the move- 
ment which culminated in the Cooper Union 
gneeting. He sees its weakness and exposes 
it. In the current issue of Harper’s Weekly, 
Mr. Curtis says thatthe movement was be- 
gun under the leadership of Cleveland demo- 
crats, and for the benefit of Mr. Cleveland;

This is 
the position THz CoNnsTITUTION has taken

A Contrast and a Parallel. 

The Rtissian Serfs and the southern slaves 
were freed about the same time, 

In Russi, as in the south, the freedmen 
had a fertive soil. The government estab- 
lished agpicultural schools, and education and 
industry were encouraged by law. 

After the lapse of a generation we find the 
southern ex-slaves rapidly accumulating 
proertyand coming to the front as an edu- 
cafted, self-supporting class, On the other 
Jiand, we see 14,000,000 Russian ex-serfs on 

‘the verge of starvation, ripe for reyolt or 
suicide. 

The Princess Engalitchoff, of Russia, who 
is now in Boston, explains why there is a 
famine in her country. She says that it is 
largely due to the carelessness of the former 
serfs and proprietors, and is the outcome of 
ignorance in regard to the methods of keep- 
ing the land under cultivation. After the 
serfs had been freed they continued to draw 
crops from the soil without doing anything 
to replenish {t. The land was impover- 
ished, and as the old proprietors were no 
longer able to keep up large estates, they 
were cut up into smail farms, The country 
was stripped of timber so that rainfalls be- 
came floods after long droughts, and the soil 
was subjected to deep frosts. 

Here in the south the situation has been 
andis very different. Our large estates 
have been divided, but from the emancipa- 
tion of the slaves down to the present time 
their former masters have stood by them, 


protection, and sparing no pains to direct 
and keep them inthe right path. Sternly 
resisting the republican programme of a 
bayonet behind every black ballot, we have 
presented to the world the brighter spectacle 
of a white benefactor behind every black 
toiler! 

The Russian masters dropped their ex- 
serfs, and left them to the government and 
their own! efforts. The southern masters 
continued the steadfast friends of their old 
servants. 

But one great mistake the south shares 
in common with southern Russia. We have 
allowed the wholesale destruction of our 
forests, and something similar to the de- 
structive floods and droughts of Russia 
threatens us unless we rapidly push the work 
of reforesting. The criminal negligence of 
the Russian land-owners in this respect 
must not be repeated here. 

This parallel outline of the situation in 
the two countries shows what dangers we 
have escaped. We have done our duty to 
the ex-slaves, and more, but have we done 
our full duty to the soil? Are we not in 
danger of allowing greedy speculators, trusts 
and combines to lay waste our magnificent 
forests, and thus bring upon us some of the 
misfortunes of southern Russsia?

Like all the gieat per- 
formers, he memorizes the 6eore. He said that he 
usually has his wife read the score to him slowly, 
a note at a time, just as ene would spell the words 
as he reads Tew CONSTITUTION. 

“I photograph cach note in my mind as it were,” 
said he. ‘Ihe process is slow and the strain 
is intense. I cannot keep at it fer more 
than an houra day. It is very trying, but in an 
hour I can memorize three or four pages of music. 
I have a mental photograph of each page and it 
never leaves me. After memorizing a composi- 
ticn in this way I practice it. This is reversing 
the usual method of artists who practice a piece 
until they get familiar with it and then memo- 
rize it.” 

Mr. Perry’s memory is marvelous, particularly 
He touk his first lesson on 

he was seven years 
of age and was _ instructed by his 
mother until he was sixteen. Later he 
went to Europe and studied five years under the 
best masters in Germany. Being asked if there 
are not teacbers in America quite as good as the 
best abroad, Mr. Perry answered that there are 
several, but a student cannot get the musical] at- 
mosphere here that he does in Europe. “I have 
often said that the average horse-car driver in 
Berlin has more musicil cuitare than the average 
college professor in this country,” Mr. Perry re 
marked, and he added that it is natural that it 
should be so. In Berlin one can hear for 12 
cents the finest orchestra concerts in the world. 

“The average American is fami-iar with litera- 
ture and is well posted on the cur- 
rent affairs of the world from read- 
ing the newspapers, but he is not acquainted with 
music,” the artist continued, “Our people are 
e:ninently practical. ‘They are first of all busi- 
ness and money-getters, Weare too young a people 
to have high musical culture, but it is coming. 
Boston, New York and Chicago are musical cen- 
tera of which we can well be proud. Chicego is 
encouraging the musical spirit and cultivating 
the taste in a grand way. Boston has a magnrifi- 
cent orchestra and New York ‘excels in her pro- 
ductions of opera.’ 

The piano is not a perfect instrument but ft its 
the best that man has yet made, said Mr. Perry. 
There is no other instrument from which a sin- 
gle performer cinget so much as from a piano, 
“Two years at a boarding school will not make an 
artist ofagirl. She gets sothat she can execute 
a piece of classical music and she executes her 
Audience at the same time. 

“We all know that men of affairs, busy men, 
need and like some diversion at night to rest their 
minds, Many go to the theater and prefer 
comedy. The iwasses appreciate jingling, tinkling, 
light melodies, but not classic music. To one who 
understands and appreciates it, ciassic music 
will give more pleasure and do more to relieve 
the mental strain than light melodies can.”

It has happened 
that commissioners wouid dismiss defendants 
rather than committhem when it was evident 
that they could not give bail.”

The Disagreeadle Weather Did Not 
Interfere with Churchgoing Yesterday. 


FINE SERMONS AT THE CHURCHES, 


Dr. Robins at the First Methodist, Dr. 
Lewis at Trinity, Dr. Tupper at St. 
Luke’s Cathedral. 


The Rev. Dr. George L. Chaney at the Uni- 
tarian church hada large and most critical 
audience yesterday morning. 

The dcctor talked about the Bib!e and a most 
interesting talk it was. Among other things 
he saiil: 

It isthe Common practice of many preachers to 
speak of the Bible as the {word of God, The en- 
tire book of sixty-six different books or volumes, 
is calied the holy scriptures. It is taken for 
granted hy the unthinking and uncritical rever- 
ence of the masses that there are no errors of any 
kind in this book. Its testimony on any subject 
referred to by any one of its writers is 
desmed conclusive. “Tue Bibla say so” is 
taken as proof positive. That the subjectin 
question is “so.” A common and complete iden- 
tification of each and every*word of the Bible w th 
the word of God prevents the reader from making 
any distinction as to one or another part of its 
sayings. Thus his real knowledge, derived from 
other and true and worthy sources, is forbidden 
to qualify or deny anything in the Bible, although 
it may beja matter of seconcary importance, or of 
no importance at al}, in religion. 

Inthe languaze of one of the foremost expo- 
nents of the popular view: 

“The scriptures of the Oldand New Testament 
having been given by the finmediate and plenary 
inspiration of God, are bothin meaning and in 
verbal expression the word of God to man.” 

When asked to explain what particular form of 
these scriprures is thus verbally inspired; whether 
the or ginal HeLrew with its missing vowels, the 
Feptuacint vereion of the Old Testament with its 
variations from the Hebrew originals, the Greek 
with its many manuscripts, no two exactly alike, 
or the Enctish, either in the old or the new ver- 
sion, between which there are many thousand va- 
riations in language, no positive reply is forth- 
coming, or, if made, itis powerless to meet the 
evidence of the books themselves against the un- 
founded claim that they are verbally inspired. 

More and more the candid scholars of many 
culrches aré finding out that this view 
of tho inspiration of the bible is not 
true. They take distinct issue with 
the popular and strict prevalent teaching of their 
churciies and try to bring those churches toa 
truer and therefore safer position. Their purpose 
is to save the authority of the scriptures, not to 
destroy it. They are the friends and defenders of 
Christianity, not its foes. They prove their 
fidciity to the church and the Bible by telling the 
truth and being faithful to the spirit of truth, 
without which neither church nor Bible would 
have ever existed. 

When, in

In an address on 
the authority cf holy scripture, this abic and ac- 
complished teacher says that “the progress of 
criticism in our day has so uncermind and de- 
stroyed tie pillars of authority upon which former 
generations were wont to rest, that agnosticisia 
seems to manv minds the inevitabie result of sci- 
entific investigation, But Dr. Briges is not of 
their number. He believes tiat by clearing away 
the barriers which have been placed around the 


1es¢@ barriers he names: 
Stitution or biblielatry, verbal inspira- 
suthenticity, inerrancy or inability to err, 
violation of the laws of nature and minute predic- 
tion. He proposes to blow up all these false de- 
fenses of the Bible and be invites honest and 
true objectors to these defenses ‘to go in and 
search the scriptures freely until they tind God 
enthroned in its very center.” 
At the First Christian Church. 

The pastor, Mr. Wiiliamson, delivered to a large 
audience asermon & “The Parable of the Talents,” 
as recorded in Matt. xxv, 14-49. He commented 
by saying: The Savior tried, during His earthly 
ministry, to teach His disciples two fundamental 
lessons. The first was their relationship to Him- 
self as a person, and the second their relationship 
to His kingdom. They were siowto learn these 
lessons because of their preconcieved opin.ous, 
both of the Messiah and the nature of His coming 
kingdom.

The speaker thus analyzed his subject, treating 
it under the three headines of 

a. The Distribution of tie Talents. 

b. The Fate of the Talents. 

c. The Fate of the Scrvanta. 

He inipressed the truth that every servant had 
talents given him according to his abilitv, and 
that no man was without at least one talent. He 
explained that talents meant opportunities for 
Going good and helping our feilow nan, 

He said: “The world is suffering for the need 
of the buried talents. Shineif oniya firefly; do 
not withhold your light because you are not a 
radiant star ora blazing worid, Soundif only a 
tuning fork; donot refuse to do your part be-

This remarkable 
growth is due largely to the aggressive missionary 
spirit of the chureh, which has not only con- 
tributed more largely tohome and foreign mis- 
Bions than any other Baptist church in Georgia, 
but has in the meantime established two flourish- 
ing city missions which will soon be self-sustain- 
ing. The best feature of the church work 
is that all parts of the mem ber- 
ship, young and old, male and female, 
have been enlisted and actively at work in the 
mission field, either by raising money or personal 
work in the missions, or both. This work is re- 
flected in the decennial statoment of Treasurer G. 
B. Adair, who shows that the total receipts of the 
decade have been $148,800. Of this, 845,000 was 
paid to the treasurer for current expenses of the 
church; $20,000 collected by Judge John T. Pen- 
dieton for the mission fund, $10,000 raised by the 
Young Men’s Society, $10,000 by the Woman's 
Misstonary Society, $5.0 0 by the Sunday school, 
$1,030 by the boys’ and gir’s’ socicties, 83,500 con- 
tributed for the Southern Baptist Theological 
seminary, at Louisville, $8,009 to buy a parsonage, 
$600 contributed to build the Judson memorial 
chapel, in New York city, 8700 for the Brantley 
memorial, and $15,000 for the new church building 
bow under construction, 

Dr. McDonald made some touching remarks 
about those wtro have passed away, and urged tho 
chureh to make this, the centennial year of mod- 
ern missions, the most active in its history.

St. Paul in his 
forcible preaching drew imagery from everything 
around him, and when writing to the Corinthian 
converts the [sthmean games, with their crowns 
oflaurelon the victor’s brow, furnish bim with 
apt symbolism to runners for the prize inthe 
Christian race.

The struggle for the obey meets with much dis- 
coutfiture.

A NEGRO FIGHT 


In Which Seven Negroes Engage in 
Battle, 


AND TWO ARE FATALLY HURT. 


A Very Mysterious Affair of Which the 
Residents Round About Pretend 
to Know Nothing. 


A desperate battle amounting almost toa 
rict took place among a crowd of negroes near 
Edgewood yesterday morning. 

A}l of them were more or less seriously in. 
jured, and two were fatally hart. 

tocks and pistols were the weapons used by 
the half-drunken men. 

The brawl occurred near Mason’s road, just 
back of the Kennesaw guano works. A 
cluster of huts, a dozen altogether, form the 
houses on the two sides of what is called Ken- 
nesaw line. 

Just back of these is a large open field, s!op- 
ing upward. It was on the hill the battle was 
waged. Just how it started no one except the 
participants know, and those who did not es- 
cape deny all connection with the affair. 

The negroes implicated were residents of 
the huts. Several of them gathered together 
on the hill and were soon acting very boister- 
ously from the effects of a liberal flow of 
liquor, The men were soon quarreling, and 
their words and noise disturbed those round 
about more than ever. 

The people from the little houses on the line 
were attracted to the scene. They saw that 
there was trouble brewing, and tried to per- 
suade the men to behave themselves. It did 
no good, for in a moment a stone flying 
through the air took effect, and the injured 
negro hurled one back. 

Then a fierce rock battle followed, and the 
dangerous missiles were sont through the air 
with great rapidity. Most of them were 
thrown without aim, the participants being 
hardly sober enough for that. 

In consequence but a few of the rocks hit 
the mark. Each successful one, however, 
would draw forth a yell and a corresponding 
increase in the desperate battle. 

Finally Tobe Tidwell, a young negro almost 
a stranger tothe section, received a terrible 
blow in the head. The stone was a large, 
sharp one, and immediately the wounded 
darky whipped out an ugly ‘revolver and 
fired at his assaiiant. 

The pistol barrels were emptied on Henry 
Adams, who threw the rock. One of the 
bullets struck him in the face just below the 
left eye, and he sank to the ground. 

Tidwell, seeing what he had done, staggered 
to his feet and tried to make his way over the 
His skull was crushed and blood tlowed 
freely from the wound. The darky mus- 
tered strength and, almosticrawling away, suc- 


| ceeded in escaping. 


Adams was picked up and carried into one 
of the houses. He was unconscious and a phy- 
sician who was called examined the negro’s 
wound and left without being able to do any- 
thing forhim. Theinjured darky lay suffer- 
ing throughout the day, his death being ex- 
pected atevery moment. He was dying at 
dark. 

A Reticent Crowd, 

The rest of the participants in the riot made 
their escape, according to the statements of 
the negroes in the huts, Inthe house where 
Tidweil lived, however, three men were lying 
on blankets in the afternoon groaning. All of 
them declared that they were afflicted with 
the measles, and that they knew nothing of 
the battle. They would allow no one to ap- 
proach them. 

Where Adams was carried were two more 
darkies lying on the floor, and they were ‘‘jest 
sick.’”? It proved to be a very mysterious 
affair, and the negroes could hardly be gotten 
to open their mouths. 

It was evident that others besides Adams 
and Tidwell were hurt, and one of the resi- 
dents in the huts, bolder than the rest, said 
that all seven of the men were badly injured, 
and that a game of cards was the original 
cause of the trouble. 

There were no arrests made. The foreman 
at the guano works telephoned to police head- 
quarters in Atlanta for assistance, but the 
fight took place in DeKalb county, and none 
of tie local force went out. 

Tidwell came to Edgewood about a weék 
ago, and scarcely anything is known of him. 
Where he went after the battle yesterday no 
one seems to know. The victim of his pistol 
has been living on Kennesaw line for some 
time, and is ordinarily a sober and industrious 
negro. 

The fight may result a great deal more dis- 
astrously than was expected yesterday morn- 
ing.

Gossip Over the Reported Plans of the 
Olcott Committees. 


ATLANTA MUST BE HEADQUARTERS. 


All the General Officors ofthe Consolidated 
Bystem Should Be Here—Other 
Railroad News.

The consolidation of the Richmond and 
Danville, including the Central of Georgia 
and the Georgia Pacific, with the East Tenn- 
nessoee, Virginia and Georgia, will make a 
vast transportation system, said to be the 
largest in the wor'd. 

The outline of the Olcott committee's report, 
as published in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, 
gave a good idea of the general plan. At first 
glance $500,000,000 seeins an enormous Capl- 
talization, but it is only $50,000 a mile, which 
is loss than the stock and bonded indebtedness 
of most roads, and is less than the average for 
the United States. 

There will be much detail work in effecting 
the consoldation in the eventit is made as 
predicted. Atlanta is the natural center of this 
groat system and here the president and ali 
the general officers wili reside 1f the first in- 
terests of the properties areconsulted.. It may 
take some months to get the plans in opera- 
tion and have everything directed from <At- 
lanta. but if the financial part can be quickly 
arranged the operating departments can be 
consolidated promptly. 

Albert Fink, who is mentioned for presi- 
dent, is one of the vice presidents of the East 
Tennessee. Lie isa railroad genius and is one 
of the few men who have the sbility to handle 
such an.enormous property. 

The oflicia!s are all wondering what changes 
would follow a consolidation. Some of the 
big men may be changed, but itis likely that 
other changes would be slow and would not 
affect Richmond and Danville employes.

WHY ERB WAS REMOVED. 


Ibe Chattanooga Southern’s Keceivership 
Is Very Much Mixed Up. 

The Chattanooga Southern’s receivership is 
almost as muddled as the Alanta and Fiorida’s. 

Judge Pardee’s removal of Receiver Erb, as an- 
nounced ip yestérday’s CONSTITUTION, was a dis- 
appointment to some of the creditors. His re- 
moval was at tho instance of the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, which holds the first 
mortgage. When Newman Erb, C, E. James and 
others applied forthe appointment of a recciver 
they deciaredi that they controlled a majority of 
ti.e stock and bondsof the road. James, by the 
way, was one of the parties tn Russell Sage’s 
Oflice when the crank dropped the bomb. 

After Erb’s appointment a committee on the 
reorganization of the affairs of the Chattanooga 
Southern was appointed by the stock and Lond 
holders to take care of their interests. This com- 
mittee consisted of Frederick P. Olcott, Eugene 
Kelly, C. M. Fry, Major John Burns and F. R. 
Pemberton. 

They claimed that the application for Erb’s ap- 
pointment was nade by a person holding a few 
coupons on which the interest was overdue, and 
that his appointment was only in the nature of a 
temporary receiver. They contended that the 
party boiding the mortgage is the only one who 
vhas any right to forec!ose it, and that the Central 
Trust Courpany, being the holder, is the only 
creditor that can-lezally foreclose it. -

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WHAT HE BELIRVES, 


A Sermon That Makes Plain the Brook- 
lyn Pastor's Belief, 


THe CREED HE PREACHES TO THE WORLD 


A Sermon Suggested by the Theological 
War Now Raging in the 
Churches. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., February 14.—[Special.] 
At the tabernacle service this morning, after 
tho usual reading of the scriptures, the congre- 
gation sang, 

Jesus shal! reien where’er the sun 
Doth lis successive journeys run. 

The sermon that foloxed was apparently 
sugested by the storin of theological contro- 
yersy pow raging in the churches. In these 
times when it is quite uncertain what many of 
the clergy rea!ly do believe, this sermon makes 
it very plain what the pastor of the Brooklyn 
tabernacle believes. His text was taken from 
Luke vil7: ‘‘And he came down with them 
and stood in the plain.’’ 

Christ on the mountains is a frequent study. 
We have seen Him on the Mount of Olives, 
Mount of Beatitudes, Mount Moriah, Mount 
Calvary, Mount of Ascension, and it is giori- 
ous to study Him on these great natural eleva- 
tions. But, how is it that never before we 
have noticed Him on the plain? Amid the 
rocks, high up on the mountain, Christ had 
passed the night, but now, at early dawn, He 
is coming down with some especial friends, 
stepping from she!ving to shelving, here and 
there a loosened stone roiling down the steep 
sides ahead of Him, until He gets in a level 
place, so that He can be approached without 
climbing from all sides. He iis on the level. 
My text says: “ile came down with them and 
stood in the plain.” 

Now, thatis what the world wants today 
more than anything else—a Christ on the level 
easy to get at, no ascending, no descending, ap- 
proachable froin ai! sides—Christ on the plain. 
Tho question among all conrecrated peop!se 
today, is what isthe matter with the ministers? 
Many of them are engaged in picking ho'es in 
the Bible and apologizing for this and apolo- 
gizing forthat. In an age whenthe whole 
tendency is to pay too little reverence to the 
Bible, they are tighting against bibliolatry, or 
too much reverence fer the Bible. ‘They are 
building a fence on the wrong side of the road; 
not on the side where the precipice is and off 
which multitudes are falling, but on the upper 
side of the road, so that people: will not fall 
up hill, of which there is no danger. There is 
no more danger of bib iolatry, or too much 
reverence for the seriptures, than thore 
is that astrology wiil take the piace 
of astronomy, or aichemy the place of chein- 
istry, or the cana! boat the place of the lim- 
ited express rail train. What a theological! 
farce it is; ministers fighting against too much 
reverence for the scriptures; ministers making 
apology for the scriptures; ministers pretend- 
ing to be friends of the Bible, yet doing the 
book u.ore damage than all the biatant intide!s 
on ailtheearth. ‘the trouble is our tleciogi- 
aus areupin the mountain in a tight abcve 
the clouds about things which they do not 
understand. Come down on the plain and 
etand beside Christ, who never preached a 
technicality ora didacticism. What do you, 
O wise-headed ecc'esiastic, know about the 
decrees of God? Whocaresa fig about your 
sublapsarianism or your supralapsarianism ? 

What a spectacie we have in our denou.ina- 
tion today; committees trying to patch up an 
old creed made two or three hundred years 
aco, so thatit will fiton the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Why do not our millinery establish- 
nents take out of the garrets the coal-scutt'e 
bonnets which your great-grandmothers wore 
and try to tit them on the head of the modern 
maiden? You cannot fix up a three-hundred- 
year-old creed so as to fit our time. Princeto

As we are now in process 
of changing the creed, and no one knows what 
Wwe are expected to betieve, or will two or three 
years lience be expecied to believe, [ con!d not 
walt, and so I have made acreed of my own, 
which [ intend to observe the rest of my life. 
I wroie it down in my memoranduin book 
some six months ago, and it reads as follows: 
“My creed—The glorious Lord. To trast Him, 
Jleve Him and obey Him is all that is required. 
To that creed IT invite all mankind. T. De- 
Witt Talmage.” . 

The reason Christianity has not made more 
rapid advance is because the people are asked 
to believe too many things. There are, I be- 
lieve, today miliions of good Christians’ who 
have uever joined the church and are not 
counted among the Lord’s friends, because 
they cannot believe all the things that they 
are required to believe. One-half the things a 
man is expecied to believe in order to enter 
the cliurcli and reach heaven have no more to 
do with his salvation than the question, how 
many volcanoes are there in the moon? or, 
how far apart from each other are the rings of 
Saturn? or, how many teeth there were in the 

awbone with. which Samson smote the 

hilistines. I believe tem thousand tbings, 
but none of them have anything to do with my 
6alvation, except these two, I am a sinner and 
Christcame to save me.- Musicians tel! us 
that the octave consis!s-only of tive tones and 
two semi-tones, and aJl the Handels and 
Haydns and Mozarts and Wagners and 
Sciiumanns of all ages must do their work 
within the ranges of those five tones and two 
semi-tones.

Is there not some mode of getting out of the 
Way these non-essentials, these superfluities, 
these divergencies from the main issue?

Why 
not let the peopie in? The door is open. Yes, 
but there is a cluster of wise men blocking up 
the door, discussing the contents of the castor 
standing mid-table. They are shaking their 
tists at each other. One says there is too much 
Vinegar in that castor, and one says there is 
too much sweet oil, and another says there is 
not the proper proportion of red pepper. I say: 
“Get out of the way and let the hungry people 
comein.’’ Now, our blessed Lord has pro- 
vided a grand supper,aud the oxen and the fat- 
lings have been killed, and fruits from all the 
vineyards and orchards of heaven crown the 
table. The world has been invited to come, 
and they lookin, and they are hungry, and 
peopie would pour in by the millions to this 
World-wide table, but the door is blocked up 
by controversies, and men with whole libra- 
ries on their backs are disputing as to what 
proportion of sweet oil and cayenne pepper 
should make up the creed. Icry: ‘Get out 
of the way and Jet the hungry world come in.”

hists, 400,000,000. There are 175,000,000 Mo 
hammedans and 220,000,000 Brahmins. Mean- 
while, many of the churches are only religious 
c'ubhouses, where a few people go on Sunday 
morning, averaging one person to a pew orone 
person to a half dozen pews, and leaving the 
mninister at night to sweat through .a sermon 
with here and thero alone traveler, unless, 
by a Sunday evening sacred concert, he can 
get out an audience of respectable size. The 
vast majority of the church membership 
round the world puts forth no direct effort for 
the salvation of men. Did I say there would 
have to be a change? I correct that and 
Say, there will be a change. If there 
be 15,000,000 persons added every year to the 
world’s population, then, there there will be 
30,000,000 added to the church and 40,000,000 
and 50,600,000 and 60,000,000. How will it be 
done? It will be done when the church will 
meet Christ on the plain. Come down out of 
the mountain of exclusiveness. Come down 
out of the mountain of pride. Come down out 
of the mountain of formalism. Come down 
out of the mountain of freezing indifference. 
Oid Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, great on earth and 
in heaven, once said to me: “I am in favor of 
a Change. I do not know what is the best 
way of doing things in the churches, but I 
know the way we are doing now is not the best 
way, or the world would be nearer its salva- 
tion than it seems to be.” So I feel: so we 
all feel that there needs to bea change. The 
point at which we all come short is not pre- 
senting Christ on the plain, Christ on the level 


with all he world’s woes and wants and neces- - 


sitios, 

The full change will have to come from the 
rising ministry. Wenowin the tield are too 
set in our ways. Weare lumbered up with 
technicalities. Wehave too many concord- 
ances and dictionaries and encyclopedias and 
systems of theology on our head to get down 
on the plain. Our vocabulary is too frosted. 
Vo are too much under the nomination of 
custo:ns regnant for many centuries. 

Come on, young men of the ministry. Take 
this pulpit, take all the pulpits, and in the 
languave of the street and the market place 
and the family circle preach Christ on the 
plain. As soon as the church says by its atti 
tude, not necessarily by its words, ‘‘'My one 
mission is to help for this life and for the life 
to cone all the people,’’ and it proves its ear- 
nestiess in the matter, people on foot and. on 
horseback and in wagons and in carriages will 
come to the cuurches in such numbers that 
they will have to be met at the door by ush- 
ers, saying: ‘‘You were here last Sunday; 
you cannot come in today. Gontlemen and 
ladies, you must take your turn.’’ And, it 
will be as in the Johnstown freshet and disas- 
ter, when a government. station was 
opened for the supply of bread, and it 
took tie otlicers of tlhe law to keep the suffer- 
ers in line, because of the great rush for food. 
When this famine-struck world realizes that 
the church is a government station set up by 
the government of the universe to provide the 
bread of eternal life for all the people, the 
_— will be unprecedented and unimagin- 
able. 

Astronomers have been busy measuring 
worlds, and they have told us how great is the 
circumference of this world and how great is 
(ts (hameter, yea, they have kept on until they 
have weighed our planet and fotnd its weight 
to be six sextillion tons. but by no science 
lias the weightof this world’s trouble been 
weighed. Now, Christ standing on the level 
of our lumanitv stands in sympathy with 
every troubico. There are so many aching 
heads: His ached under the thorns. There 
are so inany Weary feet: His-were worn with 
the jong journey up and down the land that 
received Him not, There aro so many perse- 
cuted souls: Every nour of His life was under 
human outrage. The world had no better place 
to receive Him than a cattle pen, and its 
fareweil was a slap on His cheek and a spear 
in His side. So intensely human was He that 
there has not been in all our race a grief or in- 
firinity or exhaustion or pang that did not 
touch Him once and that does not touch Him 
now. ‘The lepers, tho paralytics, the imbecile, 
the maniac, the courtesan, the repentant 
brigand—w» hich one did He turn off, which one 
did He not pity, which one did He not help? 
The universal trouble of the world is bereave- 
ment. One may escape all the other troubles, 
but that no soul escapes. Out of that bitter 
cup every one must take a drink. For in- 
stance, in order that all might know how He 
sympathizes with those who have lost a 
daughter, Christ comes to the house of Jairus. 
There is such a big crowd around the door, He 
and His disciples have to push their way in. 
From the throng of peop!e, I conclude that 
this girl must have been very popular; she 
was one of those children whom _ every- 
body likes. After Christ got in the 
house, there was such a loud weeping 
that the ordinary tones’ of voice could not 
be heard. I do not wonder. The dead 
daughter was twelve years of age. It is about 
the happiest timein most lives. Very little 
children suffer many injustices because they 
are children, and childhood is not a desirabie 
partof human existence—they get whacked 
orseton. But, at twelve years of age, the 
child has come to seif-assertion and is apt to 
make her rights kuown. And then, twelve 
years of age is tooearly forthe cares and 
anxieties of life. So this girl was, I think, 
the* merriment of the household. She fur- 
nished for them the mimicry, and the harmless 
mischief, and roused the guffaw that often 
rang through that happy home. But now she 
is dead, and the grief at her departure is as 
violent as her preseuce had been vivacious 
and inspiriting. Oh! the bereavement was so 
sharp, so overwhelming! How could they 
give her up! I suspect that they blamed 
themselves for this or for that. Oh! if they 
had had some other doctor, or taken some 
other medicine, or had been more careful of 
her health, or if they had not given her that 
reproof some time when she had not really de- 
served it. Oh, if they had been more patient 
with her hilarities and, instead of hushing her 
play, had participated init! You know there 
are so many things that parents always blame 
themselves for at such times. Only twelve 
years of age! So fair, so promising, so full of 
life a few days ago, and now so still! Oh, what 
is it to havea daughter dead! The room is 
full of foiks, but yonder is the room where the 
young siceper is. The crowd cannot go in 
there. Only six persons enter, five besides 
Christ—three friends and, of course, the 
father and mother. They have the first right 
togoin. The heaviest partofthe grief was 
theirs. All eyes in that room are on the face 
of this girl. There lay the beautiful hand, 
white and finely shapen, but it was not lifted 
in greeting to any of the group. Christ 
stepped forward and took hold of that 
hand, and said, with a tone and ac- 
centuation charged with tenderness and com- 
mand: “Damsel, I say unto thee, arise!’’ 
And, without a moment’s deiay, she arose, her 
eyes wide open, her cheeks turning from white 
lily to red rose, and the nts cry, “She 
lives! She lives!’’ and in the noxt room they 


| take up the sound, “She lives! She lives!” 
and the throng in front of the doorway repeat 
it, “She lives! She lives!” Will not all those 
who have lost a daughter feel that such a 
Christ as that can sympathize? 

On another occasion He showed how He felt 
about the loss of ason. Here are the obse- 
nies. A long procession, a widowed mother 
ollowing her only son. I know not how long 
the husband and father had been gene, but 


young man; the leadership of that household 
had fallen. Ithink he had got to be the 
breadwinner. He was proud of his mother, 
and she should never lack anything as long as 
he lived. And there is no grander spectaclo 
on earth than a young man_ standing 
between want and a widowed mother. 
But that young man had fallen iife- 
less under accident or disaster, and he was 
being carried out. Only avery few hours in 
that land are allowed to pass between disease 
and burial. Itisthe same day or the next. 
And then they move on. Christ meets the 
procession. His eye picks out the chief 
mourner. He puts his hand on the bier as 
much as to say to the pa!lbearcrs, “Stop! 
There will be no burial today. That broken 
heart must be healed. That mother mast 
have her homo rebuilt.” And then looking 
into the face of the young man (for in those 
lands the face is always exposed in such @ pro- 
cession), Chrisf speaks one sentence, bofore 
which Death fell prostrate under the bier. 
“Young man, I say unto thee, arise.” He sat 
up, while the overjoyed mother wrapped him 
in her arms, and well-nigh smothered him with 
her caresses, and the air was rent with con- 
gratulations. Can any one who has ever 
lost a son doubt that Christ sympathizes 
with such woe? And how many there are 
who need that particular comfort. It was not 
hollow sentiment, when, after Edmund 
Burke, the greatest orator of his time, had 
lost his son, and the bereaved father, crossing 
the pasture field, met the horse that had be- 
longed to that deceased son, that the orator 
threw his arms around the horse’s neck and 
kissed the dumb brute. It was not hollow 
sentiment, when David, the psalmist, cried 
out at the news of his son’s death, although 
he had been a desperately bad boy: “Oh, 
Absalom, my son! my son! Would God I 
had died for thee. Oh, Absalom, my son! my 
son!”” Butfor such and ali other bereave- 
ment there is divine condolence. 

Christ on the plain. I care not from what 
side you approach Him,you can touch Him and 
get His help. Is it mental depression you 
suffer? Remember Him who said: ‘*My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken mo?” Is it 
astruggle for bread? Remember Him who 
fed the tive thousand with two minnows and 
five biscuits, neither of the biscuits larger than 
your fist. Isit chronic ailment? Remember 
the woman who for eighteen years was bent 
almost double, and He lifted her,face until she 
could look into the blue sky. Are you a sailor 
and spend your life battling with the tempests? 
Remember Him who ftiung the tempest of 
Genesareth fiat on the crystal pavement of a 
quiet sea. 

That Christ is in sympathy with all who 
have trouble With their eyes, and that is be- 
coming an almost universal trouble through 
much reading in railjcars, and the over-pressure 
of study in the schools where children are ex- 
pected to be philosophers at ten, boys and girls 
at fourteen with spectacles. I say with all 
such trouble Christ isin sympathy. Witness 
blind Bartimeus. Witness the two blind men 
in the house. Witness the two blind men near 
Jericho. Witness the man born blind. Did 
Ho not turn their perpetual midnight into 
midnoon, tiil they ran up and down clapping 
their hands and saying, ‘‘I see! Isee!”’ That 
Christ isin sympathy with those who stam- 
mer, or have silenced ears, notice how 
promptly He came to that man with impedi- 
ment of speech and gave him command 
of the tongue so that he could speak 
with ease, and putting His fingers into 
the ears retuned the tympanum. Is 
there a lack of circulation in your 
arm, think of Him who cured the defective 
circulation and the inactive muscles of a 

atient who had lost the use of hand and arm, 

y saying, ‘Stretch forth thy hand!’’ and the 
veins and nerves and muscles resumed their 
oftic2s, and though in doing so the joints may 
have cracked from long disuse, and there may 
have been a strange sensation from elbow to 
finger-tip, he stretched it forth! And nothing 
is the matter with you, but you may appeal to 
a sympathetic Christ. And if you feel your 
self to be a great sinner, hear what He said to 
that repenting Magdalen, while with a scald- 
ing sarcasm He dashed her hypocritical pur- 
suers. 

And see how He made am immortal liturgy 
out of the publican’s cry, ‘God be merciful to 
me a sinner,’’ a prayer so short that the most 
overwhelmed offender can utter it, and yet 
long enough to win celestial dominions. It 
was well put bya man who had been con- 
verted, and who remembered that in his disso- 
lute days he found it hard to get occupation, 
because he could not presenta certificate for 
good character. In commending Christ to the 
people he said, ‘‘Bless God, I have found out 
that Jesus will take a man without a charac- 
ter!’’ Christ on a level with suffcring hu- 
manity. My text says: ‘‘He came down with 
thern and stood in the plain.” No climbing 
up through attributes you cannot understand. 
No ascending of the heights of beautiful rheto- 
ric of prayer. No straining after elevations 
you cannot reach. No hunting for a God that 
you cannot find. But going right straight to 
Him and looking into His face and taking His 
hand and asking for His pardon, His comfort, 
His grace, His heaven. 

Christ on the level. When during the siege 
of Sebastopol an officer had commanded a pri- 
vate soldier to stand onthe wall exposed to 
the enemy, and receive the ammunition as it 
was handed up, while he, the officer, stood in 
a place sheltered from the enemy’s guns, Gen- 
eral Gordon leaped upon the wall to help, and 
comimanded the officer to follow him, and 
then closed with the words, ‘‘Never ordera 
man to do anythtng that you are afraid to do 
yourself.’’ Glory be to God, the Captain of 
our salvation has Himself gone through all the 
exposures in which He commands us tobe 
courageous. He has been through it all, and 
now offers His sympathy in similar struggle. 
One of the kings of England one night in dis- 
guise walking the streets of London, and not 
giving account of himself, was arrested and 
put in a miserable prison. When released and 
getting back to the palace he ordored thirty 

‘tons of coal, and a large supply of food for the 
night prisoners of London. Out of his own 
experiences that night he did this. And our 
Lord the Kimg aforetime endungeoned, and 
sick, and hungry, and persecuted and slain, 
outof His own experiences is ready to help 
all and pardon all, and comfort all, and rescue 


all. 

Oh! join Him in the plain. As long as you 
stay up in the mountain of your pride you will 
get no help. That is the reason s0 many never 
find the salvation of the gospel. They sit 
high up in the Mont Blanc of their opiniona- 
tiveness, aud they have their opinion about 
God, And their opinion about the soul, and 
their opinion about eternity. Have you any 
idea that your opinion will have any effect 
upon the two tremendous facts, that you area 
sinner, and that Christ is ready at your earn- 
est prayer to save you? In the final day of 
accounts how much will your opin- 
ion be worth? $Your. opinion’ will 
not be of much importance before 
the blast of the archangel’s trumpet. When 
tife life of this planet shall be threshed out 
with the flail of thunderbolts, nobody will ask 
about your opinions. Come down out of the 
mountain of opinionativensss and meet Christ 
on the plain, where you must meet Him or 
never meet Himat all,except as you meet Him 
on the judgment throne. 

A Christ easy to get at! No armed sentinel 
to challenge you. Noruthless officer to scru- 
tinize the papérs you present. Immediate re- 
sponse. Immediate forgiveness. Immediate 
solace. Through what struggle people must 
go to get a pardon from worldly authority! By 
what petition, by what hindrance, by what 
nervous strain of anxiety, by what adroit 
ness. A count of Italy was condemned 
to be put to death at Milan. The countess, 
hearing of the sentence, hastened to Vienna to 
seck his pardon. The death warrant was al- 
ready on its way. The countess, arriving in 
Vienna in the night, hastened to thé palace 
gates. The attendants forbade herentrance at 
all, and especially at night, but she overcame 
them with her entreaties, and the empress was 
wakened and the countess pleaded before her 
for the life of her husband, and then the em- 
peror was wakened to hear the same plea. 
Commutation of sentence was granted, 
but how could she overtake the officer 
who had started with the death warran 
and would she be too late to save the life 
her husband? By four relays of horses, and 
stopping nota moment for food she reached 
the city of Milan as her husband was on the 
way tothe scaffold. Just in time to save him,
